. The Vancouver Area Flying Saucer Club, 
(G«P«0* Box 720, Vancouver, B.C*. 
Canada) have sent ire a most interest¬ 
ing incident which allegedly took 
place, on Lulu Island on February 24, 

1958It was witnessed by Grahams 
Langtono a boy of 12, and hia account 
which they received by mail, follows* 

Orahame Langton, 778 Montana Read, * 
Richmond* Age: nearly 12, Time: 
approx* 9 p * m » Monday,, Feb* 24/58*' 

Weither conditions: I .oonllght,slightly 
cloudy, stars visible* 

Upon returning from a Scout Meeting 
I noti ced a bright light in the sky* 
This appeared to be coming from an 
object like a full moon which was sit¬ 
uated in the South (the actual moon 
was in its first quarter and was in 
the West)* 

About 50 yards from my house, which 
is at the corner of Blundell and Ilon- 
tana, I noticed that the back garden 
appeared to be illuminated with a red 
glow as though a fire was burning 
there* I then proceeded up the drive 
at the front of the house and upon 
turning the corner at the rear of the 
garage, came face to face with an 
object* 

This object appeared stationary, 
approximately three feet off the 
ground and was about ten feet in di- 
araeter, and approximately 
in height* It was whitish grey in 
color with a dark red centre light 
a-bout three feet in diameter# -This 
centre piece, although it was round, 
appeared to be in four sections.. At 
the precise time that I turned the 
comer and saw the- object, a car was 
going along the road and the red 
light appeared to be concentrated 
upon the car, following its progress 
along the road-* At this point, the 
section of light directed upon the 
vehicle was brilliant, while the re¬ 
mainder of the centre- piece remained 
a dull glowr, I tried to creep past 
it to get into the back door, and 
kicked a stone on the path, whereupon 
the light shining on the road, immedi¬ 


ately became dim and the section facing 
me became extremely bright* The light 
was so brilliant that I could hardly 
see* Then, the whole centre piece went 
dark, a few seconds elapsed and it be¬ 
came bright again and at that instant 
the balls on the ends of the projecting 
arms started to buzz, in a signal-like 
fashion* These balls appeared to have 
lines on them. Then with a swish which 
seemed to come from the funnel like 
'piece, it took off at a slightly tilted 
angle* I watched it approach the moon¬ 
like object in the sky, then the red • 
glow faded and the moon-like object 
also seemed to diminish* 

During the afternoon of Monday 24th 
February, when walking across the gar¬ 
den, I noticed a funny buzzing sound 
on the ground* At first I thought‘it 
was an insect but the AREA OF GROUND 
AFFECTED was too large* The day after, 
Tuesday, I told my parents about this 
and we wondered if it was in any con¬ 
nected with the episode which occurred 
later* This object appeared to be 
right over fcbe section of ground where 
this sound came from, and the b uzzing 
seemed to be identical. The windows 
in the outer circle of. 
this object seemed to ' 
be in square sections. 

On the evening of Tuesday, Feb, 25th, 
an R*C»M«P* Constable paid an unoffici¬ 
al visit to our house and I related my 
story to him and he 3aid he could find 
no reason to disbelieve my story and 
yet he could not give any explanation, 
also later that evening my mother and 
dad told a gentleman from the R,C*A*F* 
wh.o was visiting here, my story* B© 
agreed without doubt, that I had told 
the truth* 

Following receipt of the above letter 
two members of the Executive of the 
Club visited the Langton home on Mar* 
1,4th and interviewed Graham©♦ Their 
.impression was that the boy was telling 
the truth, as, if he had been put up 
to it, it would have been extremely 
difficult for him to have related as 
much detail as he did*

SAUCER REVIEW, (l Doughty St., London, 
V/.C.I., England - )3.75 annually) an 
account is given about a Mr. Pedro Zil- 
li and Joao Ernani who both saw some 
saucers at a distance of about 200 
metres. But before discovering the 
machines, both had heard a low buzzing 
to which they paid no attention* be¬ 
cause at the time they had thought it 
was caused by the wind. Later on, they 
found out that other people had seen 
the discs while some only heard the 
strange buzzing in the air. 


And from North Burnaby, British Colum¬ 
bia, comes this report which was sent 
into the Vancouver Area Flying Saucer 
Club. A club member wrote in asking 
whether what he had seen was the 
same UFO that was in Grahame Langton's 
backyard. "I found the April report 
especially interesting because the in¬ 
cident happened so near home. But it 
was several days after the report came 
before I suddenly realized that perhaps 
I had shared the viewing. »<>I was draw¬ 
ing the curtains across the living room 
window vrhen I noticed what appeared to 
be the full moon in the south. It looto« 
ed very bright and metallic and seemed 
to hang out from the sky a long way, 
and it wa,s unusually low. It wa.s so 
brilliant I stood still to watch and 
admire it. As I watched I was aston¬ 
ished to see a streaky cloud pass 
be nlnd it and come out the other side. 
This did amaze me so I stayed to watch 
other cloud3 come up and do the same 
thing. I then went out of the front 
door and saw the same thing happen 
from the top step. Even then I did not 
connect what I saw with the flying sau¬ 
cers. If I had done so I would have 
watched longer, of course. I puzzled 
n bout it a lot for the next few days 
but was on the wrong track figuring I 
had seen some strange optical illusion. 
It was several days after I had receiv¬ 
ed your bulletin that what I had seen 
suddenly flashed across my mind...that 
it was not the real moon at all. 


In reply to an ad requesting informa¬ 
tion regarding recent landings in the 
Galt area, Homer Schaefer, area report¬ 
er for this bulletin received the fol¬ 
lowing replyo "I live on the East side 
of Galt. I didn’t see a flying saucer 
land in March, but I'll tell you what 
I did see. Around the middle of March, 
(I'm sure it was a Friday night) I saw 
a strange object real low in the sky ^ 


around 10 p.m. It was almost round in 
shape and was a real bright color. It 
never moved an inch until about 11.P.M. 
Then it took off out of sight." 


On Saturday i.pril 12, the Kitchener- 
Record mentioned that Sputnik might . 
pass over Kitchener on its last round 
before falling to Earth. Homer Scha¬ 
efer was in the house at the time, but* 
something drew him to the window to 
have another look. Sure enough, he saw 
a small speck in the sky to the west 
with a short vapor trail. He ruBhed out 
with his 20X binoculars and called his 
sister Stella to come and see it too. 

As it came closer, Homer said, "I not^i 
.ced two small vapor trails, one just 
ahead of the other, perhaps a mile or 
•so. I recognized it as the nose cone 
or rocket carrier. They were both 
travelling at the same steady speed so 
that we could observe them for about 
seven minutes until they were out of 
sight." Phoning the Kltchener-xRecord 
he got no answer, so’ he phoned the 
local television station, but they were 
not the least bit interested. (Of in¬ 
terest to me were the two lights fol¬ 
lowing Sputnik - were these two scout 
ships recording the final hours of 
the artificial satellite? - G.0.) 


Nov. 6/57 - A week ago Sunday, Mr. and 
Mrs. George Himes, son Norman and Miss 
Donna Hunter were motoring east on 
Eagle Street, Preston at 5.p.mc s Re¬ 
turning to Galt. Approaching the Orive- 
In Theatre, Norman said, "Look dad, 
what's that?" All watched a weird 
circular object flashing across the 
heavens. George said it was the size^^ 
of a soccer ball and was a pinkish ^P 
ball of fire as it streaked across 
the heavens high in the sky. It was 
visible for 2 to 3 minutes. Then it 
rocketed into a cloud bank and vanished. 
It travelled in a southerly direction. 

It was perfectly round and faster than 
any plane could go. It was said that 
Galt radio and T.V. enthusiasts at 
ths-t time were receiving strange, un- 
explicable signals on their 3ets.

(Ey Walter Skol) Soviet scientists 
fired a man into space but he did not 
survive the trip, a well-known Canadian 
scientist, who does not want to be Id¬ 
entified , has revealed..

Almost a year ago, a strange and cur¬ 
ious sight was observed by a number of 
people at Cranbrook who was startled 
late one night on seeing a large,

Several days later a similar object was 
sighted by the Olval Air Patrol at 
Kallspell and created a great deal of 
excitement among the 3oor©s who wit¬ 
nessed the sight there.

before rising directly upwards at ter¬ 
rific speed and disappearing from view* 
?h9 phenomenon as described by those 
who witnessed it was identical both as 
to appearance and action to the objects 
observed last year, which are now ad¬ 
mitted by scientists and governments 
to be more than mere figments of 
imagination.

Nobody knows for sure when „ 
it all started but every spring for the 
past several years there have been re¬ 
ports of perfectly tame garden hoses 
suddenly running amuck and burrowing 
their way into Mother Earth. 

Stan Senkrw, of Etobicoke (suburb of 
Toronto)- G.D.) reported the first case 
so far this year. 

His boys, Russ and Larry, left the hose 
running in the garden for a minute or 
two. When they came back they caught 
it in the act of tunnelling into the 
ground. The boys pulled at It, so did 
their mother and so did Stan but they 
finally had to cut It to keep it all 
from disappearing. Next day, Mr. Senkrw 
and a neighbor tried to salvage the 15 
feet of hose still burled in the ground 
but they couldn’t budge it. 

Some blame leprechauns and gremlins, 
others of a more scientific bent explain 
it away in terms of vacuum, suction and 
physics.. But whatever it is the end 
result is the 3ame. Comes the dawn the 
hose on the lawn is gone. 

People who study such things as dis¬ 
appearing hoses say it’s all very simple. 
The Jet of water from the hose digs a 
little hole in the ground. The hose 
slips into the hole and water keeps hol¬ 
lowing out a spa.ce in front of it in 
the earth. Most of the water is e,b- 
sorbed into the ground and leaves a 
partial vacuum around the nozzle. The 
result: suction which pulls the hose 
deeper Into the hole as it draws outsld 
air into the vacuum. It’s still easier" 
to blame it on the gremlins.

could weigh as much as a cargo ship yet fly just off the ground as fast as an 
airliner® It would take off and land on water® 

"The Inventor's basic discovery, which makes government scientists believe that 
flying ships up to 15 ;J 000 tons are feasible, is being kept a close secret® 

"But it is believed that the aero-liner is supported during takeoff by downward 
thrusting jets which mis© It out of the water® 

"As it gathers forward speed it skims over the surface, at heights no more than 
50 feet, riding on the high-pressure cushion of air built up between its flat 
underside and the sea., 

"In theory the machine could also work on land® But at present it is only en¬ 
visaged as a aea-cruising vessel which could carry a great weight of cargo 
between the world's capitals at high speed and low costs® 

"The only bar to land operation, even following prepared paths such as railway 
tracks, are bills and high structures which would interrupt its path* 

Mr® X { , the inventor, stumbled on his discovery while working on the theory of 
speedboat and hydroplane hulls® He realised that if an object could be lifted 
on frictionless wheels of air it opened up an entirely new concept of travel®

The company developed the lights from 
an invention by H„W, Atkins, Northwest 
Airlines pilot, to provide faster de¬ 
tection of aircraft aloft. Mounted on 
each wingtip, the lights flash with A 
blue-white brilliance that has enabled™ 
night sightings up to 90 miles on test 
flights, I had to stop my oar one 
night a few months ago when I saw 
similar lights in the sky, and taking 
out my binoculars I couldn't see the 
plane because it was dark out but I 
did see the lights zig-zagging which 
must have been the lights on the wingtips.

San Francisco, April 16/58 (AP) - A 
harmless substance which can remove 
radioactive strontium from the body was 
described to chemist* today© 

This material could be the fjrsrerunner «, 
of a series of compounds to rid humans, 
and animals of other dangerous fallout 
products© Conceivably these things 
might be built into the diet as a kind 
of Insurance against radiation damage© 
The anti-strontium compound was des¬ 
cribed In a paper given before the Amer¬ 
ican Chemical soeiety by Arthur Linden- 
baum of the Argonne National laboratory 
at Lemont, Ill® Lindenbnum and two 
colleagues developed and tested it. 
Radioactive strontium, the most feared^ 
element in fallout, is considered dan¬ 
ger us because it makes its way into 
the bones and can give off radiation 
for scores of years afterward© It is 
a possible cause of cancer and other 
diseases© The compound which can pick 
this hazardous element out of living 
bone and other body parts is a taste- 
loss yellow dye called rhodlzonate© 

It latches onto strontium atoms and 
the two substances together form an 
insoluble compound which cannvbe elim¬ 
inated in body waste.
